He then taught at the University of the 
West Indies in Jamaica, the University of 
Glasgow in Scotland, and the University of 
Western Ontario, before his appointment to the 
staff of the University of Alberta in 1963. 

Dr. Sanders was the widower of PATRICIA 
MARGARET SANDERS, Assistant Professor of 
Pharmacology, who died October 22, 1968.

MOVING POLICY 


The following statement of University policy 
is published at the request of E. F. HUNTER, 
Purchasing Agent, for the information of 
administrative personnel. It is intended that 
it will be incorporated into the Manual of 
Purchasing and Procurement Procedures, now 
undergoing revision. 


The Shipping and Receiving Department is 


responsible for moving equipment, 

furniture, and parcels from one place to 
another on the campus. Funds for this expense 
are provided in the Shipping and Receiving 
Appropriation, except as may be noted 
hereunder. 


Procedures for initiating these movements 
are as follows: 


1. A Parcel to be Picked up at one 
Department and Delivered to Another 
Department on the Campus: 

Telephone the dispatcher at Shipping and 
Receiving, local 4121, 4122, or 3228. A 
receipt for the parcel will be left by the 
driver when he calls. He will obtain a 
signature for the parcel at the point of 
delivery so that proof of delivery will be 
available as needed. 

It is expected that smaller parcels will 
be forwarded from one department to 
another through the University Post Office. 


2. Furniture and Heavy Equipment: 
Telephone the Furniture Moving and 
Distribution Division, local 4390. Some 
notice of the timing and the nature of the 
movement is desirable. If the equipment is 
very heavy, requiring special equipment 
to handle it, a commercial mover will be 
engaged. 
3. To Move a Department: 
If the move is a major one (into a new 
building, or into new quarters in an old 
building) the Purchasing Department is to 
be advised well in advance so that 
adequate preparations may be made. 
Telephone the Assistant to the Purchasing 
Agent, local 3275. 
The Purchasing Department will provide 
detailed instructions and information on 
how the move is to be accomplished. 
Packing boxes and carrying boxes will be 
provided as required. When fragile or 
expensive equipment is to be moved, special 
insurance against loss or damage may be 
arranged. The expense of hookup and 
minor installation work for equipment 
moved from the previous quarters will be 


borne by the Shipping and Receiving 
Moving Appropriation. 

The foreman or supervisor in charge of 
major movements of furniture and 
equipment will arrange for electrical and 
mechanical hookup of equipment through 
the Projects Division of the Department 
of Physical Plant. The expense of hookup 
and minor installation work for new 
equipment purchased for the new quarters 
is to borne by the capital equipment 
appropriation or special fund from which 
the new equipment has been purchased. A 
requisition for this purpose signed by 

the head of the department or holder of 
the special fund will be required. When 
major alterations or changes to a building 
are required as the result of the move, 
application is made to the Campus 
Development Office. A change in a 
partition or doorway, the bringing of 
electricity or plumbing to the point of the 
hookup would be defined as alterations 
requiring arrangement with the Campus 
Development Office. 


VEHICLE POOL AND GARAGE 


Keys to vehicles from the Vehicle Pool and 
Garage will be issued from Room 355E, 
General Services Building. The management 
requests that keys and credit cards be 
returned to this office. A letter box has been 
installed in the door of the office for 
the after-hours deposit of keys and credit 
cards. If the building is locked, keys and credit 
cards may be mailed to the Vehicle Pool and 
Garage.
